Former 
Disasters 
In 
Acapulco— City 
Wrecked by Mexican Earthquake. 
Little Acapulco, the Mexican city 
with its 5,000 inhabitants which was 
entirely destroyed by the recent earth­ 
quake in Mexico, has achiev ed world­ 
wide fame as a city of misfortune. 
Twice this year has it been the scene 
of a catastrophe. 
On Feb. 15 300 per 
sons were burned to death when the 
Flores theater was set ou tire by a 
mov ing picture machine and destroyed 
at a special performance in honor of 
Gov ernor Flores of the state of Guer­ 
rero. 
Sev eral times before the city has 
been damaged by sev ere earthquakes. 
In fact, the state of Guerrero is known 
as the home of seismic disturbances. 
Its sev erest shock occurred in 1007. 
The whole region suffeiv d. and Chil* 
panclngo. the capital city, was practi­ 
cally destroyed. 
In 1908 Chilapa. a 
city of some 15.000 inhabitants, was 
badly 
damaged, 
and 
March 27 of 
the same year that city was again 
shaken, completing the ruin of the 
former shock. 
Nev ertheless. 
Acapulco, 
beset 
by 
tropic perils and cursed by a hot, 
unhealthy climate, is one of the most 
beautiful 
spots iu 
the world. 
Its 
name, a corruption and abbrev iation 
of Aqua Pulchra (beautiful waters» , 
rings true. 
The coast at this point is 
sheer cliff. 
Not till the steam er is al­ 
most upon it does the bluff walled, 
blue channel to Acapulco harbor ap­ 
pear. 
Acapulco harbor Is one of the finest 
in the world. 
It lies 231 miles south­ 
west of Mexico Citjr, of which it was 
formerly the seaport. 
It had been for 
centuries the chief center of com­ 
merce with the Philippine Islands as 
well as with China and India. 
By 
pack trail the merchandise went ov er­ 
land from Acapulco to Mexico City 
and points beyond. 
Then came the 
railroad through from the capital to 
San Bias, and with it departed the 
commercial importance of Acapulco. 
Chilapa. with a population of 12.000, 
Is the largest city in Guerrero. 
Chil- 
pancingo. the capital, is a small town 
in the center of the state, about 200 
miles from Mexico City and about 110 
miles from the coast. 
It was well 
built and lighted by electricity. 
Its 
population was about 7,000.

It Is Now Said That Owing to Disclo­ 


sures Made at Present Hearing at 


Schoenville, the 
Government W ill 


Bring Charges Against Minor Offi­ 


cials of the Car Company— A Hun­ 


garian W orkm an Gave Testimony to 


the Effect That He W a s Compelled 


to W ork Against His Will. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 2?.'—The first testi­ 
mony offered in the gov ernment inv e 
tigation into the charges of peonage 
against officials of the Pressed Steel 
Car company in Schoenv ille, where 
3,500 employes are cn strike, in which 
it is alleged force was used to compel 
imported workmen to work, dev eloped 
late yesterday afternooir. 
The Pressed Steel Car company’s 
attorney attem pted to hold the man 
who testified that he was made to 
work against his will, but this was 
prev ented by the Austrc-Hungarian 
consular attorney and the assistant 
federal district attorney. 
All testimony was taken in the form 
of affidav its. 
Of the first dozen wit­ 
nesses called, little information upon 
which to base peonage charges was 
elicited, the witnesses for the greater 
part declaring that their food had been 
bad and their treatm ent rough, but 
citing no definite persons as being re­ 
sponsible. 
Alexander Friedman, a Hungarian 
of New York, was the witness who 
made the sensational charges of the 
day. 
He said he was brought here 
fifteen days ago with 100 other men 
from New York, and alleges they were 
brought under false impressions. 
He 
said the workmen were giv en to un­ 
derstand there was no strike at the 
works of the Pressed Steel Car com­ 
pany. 
He said he was in the plant 
sev eral days before he learned of the 
strike. Friedman alleged that the car 
company picked out the strongest- 
looking imported workmen and mad? 
guards of them. 
He testified these 
gua*ds nandled the men in a rough 
manner. 
Friedman said he had been at work 
in the plant a few days when he was 
asked if he did not want to make some 
ov ertime money, and when he replied 
affirmativ ely he was taken to the 
kitchen of the commissary of the car 
plant and told to work there. 
Fried­ 
man said he refused. 
After so doing 
he stated he was roughly handled by 
the w orkmen guards, who took him to 
the box-car jails. 
Constabulary offi­ 
cers refused to lock him up, he testi­ 
fied. 
Friedman said the workmen 
guards then took him before company 
officials and asserted the officials sa^d 
they would compel him to work in the 
kitchen. 
This they succeeded in do­ 
ing, according to the witness, who was 
also told that his pay for the hour’s 
enforced work would be his supper. 
Friedm an did not claim he had been 
forced to stay inside of the car plant, 
but stated he could point out men who 
had been compelled to remain at work 
against their wills. 
The inv estigation is being continued 
today. 
United States District Attor­ 
ney Jordon refused to comment on the 
disclosures, but it is said by those in 
a position to know, that suit on peon­ 
age charges will more than likely be 
filed against minor officials of the car 
plant within the next ten days. 
A

ested in the case.
